MTA Tax Proposal

The Board of Supervisors 
went on record Tuesday as 
vigorously opposing the Metro­ 
politan Transit Authority'' 
proposal tu finance the S64i) 
million rapid transit system 
through property taxes on l/ox 
Angeles County residents

Supervisor Kenneth Ilahn. 
leader In the fight against thi 
MTA proposal, pointed out that 
the Supervisors will make   
their opposition known to local 
State Legislators, who will   
have the opportunity to ap­ 
prove or deny MTA's request 
to become a taxing agency.

! SUPPORT OF the Southern 
California Supervisors Assn. 
and the California Supervisors 
Assn. also will be enlisted in 
the battle.

Basically, the MTA has pro­ 
posed to build a 58-mile tran­ 
sit system and asked for per 
mission to levy a tax of l*> 
cents per $100 valuation to 
finance it.

C. M Uilliss, executive di­ 
rector of MTA. was present ai 
the Board of Supervisors meet 
ing to defend the position ot 
the Authority. He was sub­ 
jected to sharp questioning by 
the Supervisors and finally ad­

  1 am completely for a rapi.l 
transit system, and I think that 
several common-sense avenue* 
are open to provide it for the 
people of l<os Angeles County." 
Hahn said "But 1 will fight any 
proposal to put aditional tax

Hahn said.

 The responsibility of taxing 
property rests in California 
with those "ho are elected by 
the people This gives the peo­ 
ple ihe right to control I heir 
expenditures and maintain 
some check on heavy taxes."

"I do not approve giving an 
Authority appointed by the 

. governor the right to levy as 
much as 15 cents per $100 val­ 
uation on the taxpayers of this 
County." he stressed.

KACII ONE CENT on the tai 
rate raises one million dollars, 
Hahn pointed out "Thus. IS 
cents on the tax rate would 
raise $15 million annually The 
assessed valuation of Los An­ 
geles in 195'' was $6.210,483,- 
420 In 1962 it was up to 
$13.021.969.265. If it should 
raise proportionately In the 
next 10 years, it will rocket to 

' more than $26 billion, which 
means that at this rate of tax­ 
ation. County taxpayers would 

I be subsidizing MTA with $30 
' million annually.

"Also. I question the legal

'vote of the people.
